Good Soil is the best, but a fair 


degree of success may be secured = 
from any soil which can be made rich 
and friable. Vegetables of the best 
quality cannot be grown on barren 
sand, a cold, hard, lumpy clay, norin 
the shade of orchard or other trees. 


Liberal Manuring ... 


A soil which does not need enriching 
in order to produce the best results 
is rarely found, and very often suc- 
cess is in proportion to the liberality 
with which fertilizers have been used. 
Well decomposed stable manure 
where straw bedding has been used 
is the best; that where sawdust is used 
is not so good. Often wood ashes at 
the rate of one peck up to one bushel 
to the square rod will be of great 
benefit. Commercial fertilizers are 
excellent, and may be used at the 
rate of 4 to 12 pounds to the square 
rod, and the more concentrated 
forms, such as Nitrate of Soda, 
Guano, Dried Blood and Potash Salts, 
at the rate of one to six pounds to the rod. A mass or lump 
of any of the commercial fertilizers, even if it is but a quarter 
of an inch in diameter, is liable to kill any seed or young plant 
which comes in contact with it, so it is very important if 
such fertilizers be used that they be thoroughly pulverized 


and mixed with the soil. 
Rich soil and liberal ma- 


Thorough Preparation nuring will avail little with- 


out thorough preparation. The soil must be made friable by 
thorough and judicious working: if this is well done all that 
follows will be easy; if it is neglected, only partial success is 
possible, and that at the cost of a great deal of hard work. 
The garden should be well plowed or dug to a good depth, 
taking care, if it is a clay soil, that the work is not done when 
itis too wet. Ifa handful fromthe furrow moulds with slight 
pressure into a ball which cannot be easily crumbled into fine 
earth again, the soil is too wet, and if stirred then will be 
hard to work all summer. The surface should be made as 
fine and smooth as possible with the harrow or rake. It is 
generally necessary to plow the whole garden at once, and to 
do this in time for the earliest crops, but the part which is 
not planted for some weeks should be kept mellow by fre- 
quent cultivation.

A seed consists of a minute plant minus the root with a suffi- 
cient amount of food stowed in or around it to sustain it until 
it can expand its leaves, form roots and provide for itself, the 
whole enclosed in a hard and more or less impervious shell. 
To secure germination, moisture, heat, and a certain amount 
of air are necessary. The first steps are the softening of the 
hard, outer shell, and the leaves of the plant from the 
absorption of water, and the changing of the plant food 
from the form of starch to that of sugar. In the first con-

dition the food is easily preserved unchanged, but the plant 
cannot use it. While in its sugary condition it is easily 
appropriated but perishable, and if not used it speedily de- 
cays itself and induces decay in the plant. A dry seed may 
retain its vitality andremain unchanged for years, but after 
germination has commenced, a check of a day or two in the 
process may be fatal. There isno time in the life of a plant 
when it isso susceptible of fatal injury, from the over-abund- 
ance or want of sufficient heat and moisture, as at that be- 
tween the commencement of germination and the formation 
of the first true leaves, and it is just then that it needs the aid 
of a gardener to secure favorable conditions. These are: 


First—A proper and constant degree of moisture. The soil 
should always be moist, never wet. This is secured by mak- 
ing the surface of freshly dug soil so fine and the pressing it 
over the seeds so firmly with the feet or the back of the hoe, 
that the degree of moisture remains as nearly uniform as pos- 
sible. 


Second—A proper degree of heat, secured by sowing the 
seed when the temperature of the soil is that most favorable 
to the germination of the seed of that particular plant. Too 
high a temperature is often as detrimental as one too low. 
The proper temperature for each sort may be learned from 
a careful study of the following pages and the experience of 
the most successful gardeners in your vicinity. 


Third—Covering the seed to such a depth that while a uni- 
form degree of heat and moisture is preserved, the necessary 
air can readily reach the germinating seed. and the tiny stem 
push the forming leaves into the light and air. This depth 
will vary with different seeds and conditions of the soil: and 
can be learned only from practical experience. In general, 
seeds of the size of the turnip should not be covered with 
more than half an inch of earth pressed down, while corn 
may be an inch, beans an inch to two inches, and peas one to 
three inches deep.

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Fourth—Such a condition of soil that the ascending stem can easily penetrate it, and the young roots speedily find suit- 


able food. 


We can usually secure this by thorough preparation of the ground, and taking care never to sow fine seeds when 


the ground is wet. Occasionally a heavy or long continued rain followed by a bright sun will so bake and crust the surface 
that it is impossible for the young plant to find its way through it, or a few days of strong wind will so dry the surface that 
the young plants will be killed. In such cases the only remedy is to plant again. 


Judicious Cultivation 


Not only should every weed beremoved as soon as it appears, but the crust which forms after | 
a rain should be broken up and the ground stirred as soon as it is dry enough topermitit. The | 


more frequently and deeply the soil is stirred while the plants are young, the better, but as they develop and the roots occupy 
the ground, cultivation should be shallower until it becomes a mere stirring of the surface. We have seen hundreds of acres 
of vegetables where the yield and quality have been materially lowered by injudiciously deep and close cultivation after the 
roots of the plants had fully occupied the ground. A very small garden, well cultivated and cared for, will give larger 
returns and be in every way more satisfactory than a much larger one poorly prepared and neglected. 


How to Build#Manage Hot-Beds 


For early vegetables, some provision for starting certain 
plants earlier than can be done in the open air is desirable; 
for this purpose nothing is better than a good hot-bed, and its 
construction is so simple and the expense so slight that every 
garden should have one. A hot-bed proper not only pro- 
tects the plants from the cold, but supplies bottom heat. By 
this term the gardener means that the soil is constantly kept 
several degrees warmer than the air above, that being the 
condition so far as heat is concerned, which is most favorable 
for rapid and vigorous growth, and gardeners usually secure 
it by making a compact pile of some fermenting material and 
covering it with the earth in which the plants are to grow. 

The best heating material that is 


Heating Material easily available is fresh horse ma- 


nure, containing a liberal quantity of straw bedding. Such 
mauure, if thrown into a loose pile, will heat violently and 
unevenly and will soon become .cold. What is wanted in the 
hot-bed is a steady and moderate but lasting heat. To secure 
this, the manure should be forked over, shaken apart, and if 
dry, watered and allowed to stand a few days and then be 
forked over again, piled and allowed to heat a second time, 
the object being to get the whole mass into a uniform degree 
of fermentation, and as soon as this is accomplished it is fit 


for use. 
Sash Some gardeners use sash made especially for hot- 
beds and glazed with small lights cut from odds 
and ends and so- furnished at very low rates. Such sash can 
usually be procured in any of our large cities, and costs much 
less than if made to order. For garden use, however, we 
much prefer a smaller sash that can be easily handled, and the 
use of larger and better glass. We would recommend that 
for home gardens, the sash be about two and one-half by four 
or five feet, and that the glass be not less than 10x14, laid 
with not more than one-quarter inch lap. In giving the order 
to one unaccustomed to the work, it would be well to state 
what they are to be used for, and that they need to be made 


like skylight sash.

The Frame ber, the back twelve to fourteen inches 
high, the front ten vo twelve. It should be well fitted to the 
sash so as to leave as little opening as possible and yet allow 
the sash to be easily moved up and down, even when the 
frame is quite wet. 


The Soil This should be light, rich, friable. Any con- 

siderable amount of clay in it is very objection- 
able. If possible, it should be unfrozen when put into the 
bed; for this reason it is much better to prepare it the fall be- 
fore, and cover the pile with enough coarse manure or straw 


to keep out the frost. 

- This requires careful attention, as 
Making the Bed future success depends largely upon 
the manner in which this work is done. Having cleared away 
snow and ice, build a rectangular bed one foot larger each 
way than the frame to be used, carefully shaking out and 
spreading each forkful and repeatedly treading down the 
manure so as to make the bed as uniform as possible in solid- 
ity, composition and moisture. Itis of the utmost impor- 
tance that this shaking apart and evenly pressing down of 
the manure should be carefully and thoroughly done; unless 
it is, one portion will heat quicker than the others, and the 
soil will settle unevenly, making it impossible to raise good 
_ plants. The proper depth of the bed will vary with the cli- 
mate, season and the kind of plants to be raised. A shallow 
bed will quickly give a high temperature which will soon 
subside; a deeper one, if well made, will heat more moder- 
ately. but continue much longer. For general purposes, a 
bed about two feet deep will be best. 

The bed completed, the frame and sash may be put on and 
fresh manure carefully packed around the outside to the very 
top Cif the weather is at all severe, this outside banking should 
be replenished as it settles). The bed should then be allowed 
to stand with the sash partially open for a day or two to allow 
the steam and rank heat to pass off. The earth should then 
be put on and carefully leveled. Care should be taken that the 
soil is dry and friable. If wet or frozen soil must be used, it 
should be placed in small piles until well dried out before 
spreading. The heat at first will be quite violent, frequently 


rising to 120 degrees; but it soon subsides, and when it recedes 
to 90 degrees the seed may be planted. The importance of 
using dry soil and allowing the first rank heat to pass off is 
very great. Every season thousands of hot-beds fail of good 
results from these causes, and seedsmen are blamed for fail- 
ure resulting from overheat, or wet, soggy soil. 

The essentials for suc- 


Management of the Bed cos Bie a steady, 


uniform degree of heat and moisture; keeping the soil at all 
times a few degrees warmer than the air, and the careful 
“hardening off ’’ (by exposure to the air and diminishing the 
supply of water) of the plants before transplanting into the 
open air. Simple as these may seem to be, there are many 
difficulties in the way of securing them, prominent among 
which are overheating the air under a bright sun. Without 
experience one would scarcely believe how quickly the tem- 
perature inside of a well-built hot-bed will rise to 90 or 100 
degrees upon a still, sunny day, even when the temperature 
outside is far below freezing, or how quickly the temperature 
will fall to that outside, if upon a windy, cloudy day the sash 
is left open ever so little. A rush of cold air driven over the 
plants is far more injurious than the same temperature when 
the air is still..- Again, in cloudy weather, a bed will go sev- 
eral days without watering, but will dry up in an hour when 
open on a sunny day. The details of management, however, 
must be learned by experience, but may be easily acquired by 
one who gives the matter careful attention, keeping constant- 


ly in mind the essentials given above. 
is a simple construction of boards for 


A Cold Fr ame wintering over young plants, Cabbage, 


Lettuce, Cauliflower, Brocoli, etc., and is also extremely use- 
ful to protect and harden off plants from the greenhouse or 


-hot-bed before fully exposing them in the open air. 


Select a dry, southern exposure, form a frame from four to 
six feet wide and as long as required. The back should be 
fourteen to eighteen inches high, and the front eight to 
twelve, with a cross-tie every three feet. The frame may be 
covered with sash or cloth. Seeds of the vegetables to be 
wintered, sown in open border early in September, will be 
ready to plant in cold frames about the last of October. The 
soil should be well prepared and smoothly raked before 
planting. Admit air freely on pleasant days, but keep close 
in severe weather. 

These frames are particularly useful in the south, and may 
be covered more cheaply with cloth shades than by sash. 
The shades are made as follows: Make light but strong 
wooden frames to fit over the bed, and of a width to receive 
some common brand of cotton cloth. The cloth may be 
unbleached and should be stretched over and securely tacked 
to the frames. We have found that Plant-Bed Cloth, which 
we have for sale, is superior to any ordinary cloth for this 


purpose. 

- In transplanting, the main points to be 
Transplanting regarded are: care in taking up the 
plants so as to avoid injury to the roots, planting firmly so as 
to enable the plant to take a secure hold of the soil, reducing 
the top to prevent evaporation, and shading to prevent the 
hot sun from withering and blighting the leaves. In trans- 
planting from a hot-bed, harden the plants by letting them 
get quite dry a day or two before, but give an abundance of 
water a few hours before they are taken out. It is most apt 
to be successful if done just at evening, or immediately before 
or during the first part of a rain, about the worst time being 
just after a rain, when the ground being wet it is impossible 
to sufficiently press it about the plant without its baking 
hard. If water is used at all it should be used freely, and the 
wet surface immediately covered with dry soil. : 

> The best time to water plants is between sun- 
Watering set and sunrise. Water may be given to the 
roots at any time, but should never be sprinkled over the 
leaves while they are exposed to bright sunshine. If water- 
ing a plant has been commenced, continue to supply it as it 
is needed, or more injury than good will result from what 
has been given. One copious watering is better than many 
seanty sprinklings. The ground should always be stirred 
with a hoe or rake as soon after watering as it can be done 
without making the soil muddy.

CULTURE —Sow in hot-beds in February or March, and transplant so as to 
give plenty of 1,oom until danger of frost is over. Then set in very rich, 
well drained soil in rows four feet apart axJ two feet apartin the row. The 
plants can be raised in seed beds out of doors, but in that case will not be 
likely to produce heads the first year. The edible portion is the undeveloped 
flower heads whi¢h are produced from about September ist until frost. Late 


in the fall cut off the old tops and thoroughly protect the crowns with leaves or straw, to prevent severe 

freezing.. The second year thin the starting shoots to three of the best, which will commence to form heads 

about July ist. The plants may also be blanched like Cardoons. This is accomplished by cutting back in July the stems 

close to the ground; the rapidly growing shoots which then start up may be tied and blanched like celery. As Artichoke plants 

do not yield satisfactorily after three or four years, it is best to start a new plantation at least as often as once in three years.

be in universal! use were it not for the mistaken idea that it 
is difficult to grow. In reality it can be produced very easily 
and cheaply. It does best in a moist, sandy soil, but can be 


grown in any garden by following the directions given here. 
should give an abundant supply for an ordinary family. 


CULTURE— Beds are usually formed by setting plants one or two years old, which can be procured of us. If you wish 
to grow plants yourself, pour hot, but not boiling, water on the seed and let stand until cool; pour it off and,repeat two or three 
times, with fresh hot water. Then sow in drills one foot apart and two inches deep in light, rich soil. When the plants are 
well up, thin to about one inch apart, and give frequent and thorough cultivation during the summer. If this has been well 
done, the plants will be fit to set the next spring. ‘The permanent beds should be prepared by deep plowing or spading and 
thoroughly enriching the ground with stable manure or other fertilizer. If the subsoil is not naturally loose and friable, it 
should be made so by thoroughly stirring with a subsoil plow or spade. Set the plants about four inches deep and one to two 
feet apart in rows four to six feet apart. After the plants are well started, give frequent and thorough cultivation. Early 
the next spring spade in a heavy dressing of manure, and one quart of salt to each square rod, and cultivate well as long as 
the size of the plants will permit, or until they begin to die down. The next season the bed may be cut over two or three 
times, but if this is done, all the shoots, no matter how small, should be cut. After the final cutting, give a good dressing of 
manure, ashes and salt. Cultivate frequently until the plants meet in the rows. In autumn, after the tops are fully ripe 
and yellow, they should be cut and burned. If well cultivated and manured, the bed should give a full crop the following 

* season, and continue productive for eight or ten years.

The soil best adapted to itis a 
light, rich, well drained loam, which was manured for the 
previous crop. If too rank manure is used it is apt to 
make the plant run too much to vine. Beans are extreme- 
iy sensitive to both cold and wet, and it is useless to plant 
them before the ground has become dry and warm. The 
largest return will result from planting in drills from two 
to three feet apart, and leaving the plants two to six inches 
apart in the row. Up to the time of blossoming they 
should have frequent shallow cultivation, but any cutting 
of the roots after the plants come into bloom is likely to 
cause the blossoms to blast and so cut off the crop. Re- 
member that the cultivation of beans should always be 
very shallow, and that it is useless to expect a crop from 
a field so poorly prepared as to need deep stirring after 


planting. 

Varieties should be selected so as to give 
asuccession both of string and green shell- 
ed beans. The wax podded varieties will 
degenerate into a mixture of green and 
wax podded plants unless there is constant 
attention given to the removing of any 
green podded plants which may appear in 
the seed crop, and the constant selection 
of plants of the highest type for stock 
seed. Hence it is especially important to 
use seed from reliable sources only.

CULTURE—Pole Beans are even more sensitive to cold and wet, as well as to droughts and hot winds, than the dwarf 
varieties, but are of superior quality and productiveness. After settled warm weather, set poles four to eight feet long in 
rows four feet apart and extending north and south, the poles being three feet apart in the row. Let the poles slant slightly 
toward the north. Set in this way the vines climb better, and the pods are straighter and more easily seen. Around each 
hill plant five to eight beans two inches deep. When well started, thin to four plants, and see that they all climb around the 
pole in the same way, for they will not grow if tied up in the opposite direction. Another plan is to plant in rows thickly 
enough so that there will be one plant to eight or ten inches. Set posts five feet high firmly at each end of the rows and 
drive stakes made of 2x2 lumber at intervals of sixteen feet along the rows. Stretch a wire, size number 10 or 12, between 
posts along each row, and fasten it to the tops of the stakes in the row with wire staples. Runa light wire or twine along 
the row about six inches from the ground and fasten to the posts and stakes with wire staples: Tie 
twine to the wire above and the wire or twine below, wherever there is.'a plant. The vines will run 
up these until they reach the top wire, when they will care for themselves. Another way is to omit 
the bottom. wire and stick small stakes two to six inches in the soil and fasten to top wire.

CULTURE—The requisites for complete success are: First, good seed; this plant is largely dependent 
upon the best seed for its success; no satisfactory results can possibly be obtained from poor stock. Second, rich, well 
repared ground. Third, frequent and thorough cultivation. A heavy, moist and rich loam is most suitable. It should 
be ighly manured and worked deep. Cabbage is universally grown all over the country, and specific directions regard- 
ing the time and methods of planting applicable to all localities cannot be given. In general, north of the 40th parallel, 
the early sorts should be sown very early in hot-beds, hardened off by gradually exposing them to night air, and trans- 
lanted as early as the ground is in good condition, setting eighteen to thirty-six inches apart, according to size of variety. 
Routh of the 40th parallel, sow about the middle of September, or later according to latitude, transplanting into cold 
frames if necessary to keep through winter, and setting in open ground as early as possible in the spring. 

The late autumn and winter varieties may be sown from the middle to the last of spring, and transplanted when four 
to six inches high. Shade and water the late sowings in dry weather, to get them up. It is important that the plants 
should not be crowded in the seed bed, or they will run up weak and slender, and be likely to make long stems. 

One of the most successful eastern market gardeners recommends sowing cabbage for. family use as follows: At the 
desired time sow the seed in hills six to twelve seeds in a place, and after the plants are of sufficient size, thin to a single 
plant to the hill, and cultivate as usual. This is a very simple method, and in some cases is very successful. 

Cabbages should be hoed every week, and the ground stirred as they advance in growth, drawing up a little earth to 
the plants each time until they begin to head, when they should be thoroughly cultivated and left to mature. Loosening 
the roots will sometimes retard the bursting of full grown heads. 

Of late years many crops of early cabbages have been destroyed by maggots at the roots. The best remedy seems to 
be to remove the earth from around the stem and apply an emulsion of kerosene made as follows: Add one quart of ker- 
osene oil to two quarts of boiling soft soap which has been thinned to the consistency of cream. Stir the oil thoroughly 
by churning or other method until it has united with the soap and forms a cream-like substance. Then dilute with five 
times as much water. ' 

Tobacco dust, ashes, slacked lime and coal dust are all recommended as preventives, and with us have proved valua- 
ble in the order named. These afe scattered about the plants, leaving one here and there untreated for the flies to con- 
gregate around and deposit their eggs upon, when the plants should be pulled up and destroyed. 

he cabbage worms which destroy the leaves and heads later, may be killed by dusting with pyrethrum powder, slug 
shot or Paris green. The last two are pone and should not be used in large quantities, or late in the season. 

If the disease called club root should get a foot-hold, do not plant the land with any of the cabbage family for a year 
ortwo. This is usually an effective remedy. 

To preserve cabbages during winter, puli them on a dry day, and turn them over on the heads a few hours to drain. 
Set them out in a cool cellar, or bury them in long trenches in a dry situation, covering with boards or straw so as to keep 
out frost and rain. ' ; me

should be more largely grown by farmers for this purpose. 


CULTURE—While a sandy loam made rich by manuring the previous year is the best soil for the carrot, any good 
land if thoroughly and deeply worked, will produce satisfactory crops. When it is possible to do so, it is advisable to sow 
as early in the spring as the ground is fit to work, though good crops may, in this latitude, be grown from sowings as late 
as June 15, but success from such late planting is uncertain. For table use sow the smaller kinds as early as practicable 
in rows 16 to 18 inches apart. For field culture prepare the ground thoroughly and sow in drills 18 to 24 inches apart, 
using from one and one-half to three pounds to the acre, according to the distance between rows. Cover one-half to one 
inch deep and see to it that. the soil is pressed firmly above the seed. As soon as the plants appear, use the cultivator or 
wheel hoe. Do not let the weeds get a start. Thin the smaller table sorts to 8 to 10 tothe fcot, and the field varieties to 
3 to 6 inches apart in the row: For winter mse gather and store like beets or turnips.

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Cauliflower 


HE Cauliflower, although one of the most delicious vegetables, is but little grown except by professional gardeners, 
because of the erroneous notion that it is so difficult to grow that only skilled gardeners can produce it. Any one 
will be reasonably certain of success with this most desirable vegetable if he carefully follows the cultural direc- 

tions given below. 


CULTURE For spring and early summer crop, sow in March or early in April, in hot-bed, and transplant to cold 
frame when sufficiently large, and to the open ground as soon as danger of hard freezing is over. The 
plants will endure a light frost. The soil for caulifiower should be like that for cabbage, but it is better if made richer 
than is ordinarily used for that crop, giving a rich pasture or clover field the preference. A strong loam, neither too 
clayey nor too sandy is best. Plenty of good manure, horse manure being considered best, must be well incorporated 
with the soil, and the latter be brought into the highest state of tilth. No application, however, can be more necessary or 
more useful than that of cultivator and hoe. For late crop sow at same time as for late cabbage, and treat in the same 
manner. It should be borne in mind that cauliflower will not head up well in hot, dry weather, and hence the sowings 
need to be so timed as to bring the heads to maturity either before the hot, summer weather sets in, or not until the cooler 
weather of the fall. If it receive at this time a liberal supply of water, the size and quality of the heads will be greatly 
improved. After they begin to form, draw the leaves over and pin or tie them together to protect the head from the 
sun and keep it white. The heads should be cut for use while the ‘“‘curd”’ is compact and hard, as they soon become 
tough and bitter after they open and separate into branches. Of the enemies of the crop, none is more formidable than 
the cabbage root-maggot. This seems to have a special liking for the cauliflower. Probably the best and most surely 
effective protective measures are, enveloping each plant with a tight fitting collar of tarred felt, or injecting about a tea- 
spoonful of bisulphide of carbon into the soil under the roots of each plant. Plant lice are another serious pest of this 
crop. Effective remedies are dusting with fine tobacco dust. or spraying with strong tobacco tea, or kerosene emulsion.

75c; 4% Lh. $1.25 
CU LTURE Sow the seed (which is slow to germinate) in shal- 
low boxes, or in a finely prepared seed bed out of 
doors, in straight rows, so that the small plants may be kept free 
‘ from weeds. See to it that the seed is not covered too deep, and 
that the bed is kept moist, almost wet, until the seeds germinate, 

as plenty of moisture is essential to get a satisfactory growth. * 
When about two inches high, thin out and transplant so that they 
‘ : may stand three inches apart, and when the plants are four inches 
high, cut off the tops, which will cause them to grow stocky. . The crop is usually made to succeed some earlier one, but 
in order to grow good celery: the soil must be made as rich as possible, the essentials to success being very rich soil and 
plenty of water. If good plants are used, they may be set out as late ‘as the middle of August, but the best results are 
usually obtained from setting about the middle of June or the first of July The most desirable time will depend upon 
local climate, and is that which will bring the plants to maturity during cool, moist weather. In setting, prepare broad, 
shallow trenches about six inches deep and four to six feet apart, in which the plants should be set six inches apart, cut- 
ting off the outer leaves and pressing the soil firmly about the roots. When the plants are nearly full grown they should 
be ‘‘handled,’’ which is done by one man gathering the leaves together, while a second draws the earth about the plant 
to one-third its height, taking care that none of the earth falls between the leaves, as it would be likely to cause them to 
rust orrot. After afew days draw more earth about them, and repeat the process every few days until only the tops cf 
the leaves are visible. Or it may be blanched by pressing the leaves together with two wide boards held in place by stakes, 
or by wire hooks at the top. This.is the method commonly used by mar- 
ket gardeners, but celery so blanched is more likely to become pithy than 
that blanched with earth. Care should be taken that the plants are not 
disturbed while they are wet or. the ground ig damp, to do so increases 
the liability to injury from rust. <A part of the crop may be 
simply “handled,” and then at the approach of severe freez- 
ing weather taken up and set out compactly in a dark cellar 
or an unused cold frame which can be kept just above the 
freezing point, and it will then gradually blanch so that it 
may be used throughout the winter. Should the plants begin 
to wilt, water the roots without wetting the stalks or leaves,

SOIL—Egg Plant will grow on almost any soil in the south, but it 
develops to greater perfection on a rich, deep, loamy land, free from 
debris. In the clay districts this is not easily obtained, but there are 
often small fields that are sufficiently dry and yet contain enough sand 
to make Egg Plant growing vrofitable. No matter whether clay land, 
loam or sandy soil be employed for raising this crop, it will be neces- 
sary to plow deeply and thoroughly. The land should be drier than 
that required by cabbage or beets. In fact it will stand a greater 
drought than the ordinary vegetables.

For early crop, sow under glass from November to February, and thin 
out as necessary, to prevent crowding. Keep at a moderate heat, and give all the air and light possible. For early, outdoor 
culture, start plants in the fall, protecting them as needed with frames or coarse cotton, or start under glass from J anuary 
till March, and harden off before setting in the open ground. This should be done as soon asthe ground and weather will 
permit. For general crop, sow outdoors as early in spring as the ground can be worked, in drills eighteen inches apart, and 
thin the young plants to four inches apart in the row, As the plants begin to crowd, thin them out and use as required. In 
this way a much longer succession of cuttings may be had from the same ground. Sow at intervals of from two to three 
weeks throughout the summer for a continuous crop. In this, as in every other garden crop, thorough cultivation is essential.

The Mushroom is an edible fungus of a white color, changing to brown when old. The gills are loose, of pinkish-red, chang- 
ing to liver color. It produces no seed, but instead there is developed a white, fibrous substance in broken threads, called 
spawn, which is preserved in horse manure, pressed in the form of bricks. Thus prepared it will retain its vitality for years. 

Mushrooms can be grown in cellars, in sheds, in hot-beds or sometimes in open air. Fermenting horse manure at a tem- 
perature of about 70 degrees, mixed with an equal weight of fresh sod loam, is made into beds the size required, and eight to 
twelve inches deep. See to it that the bed is packed very solidly and evenly. In this bed plant the broken pieces of spawn six 
inches apart, cover the whole with two inches of light soil, and protect from cold and rain. One brick will plant eight to ten 
square feet of bed. The mushrooms will appear in about six weeks. Water sparingly and with lukewarm water.

MANURING manure is more essential than in this, 


it should be of the best quality, well fermented 
and shoveled over at least twice during the pre- 
vious summer to kill weed seeds. If rank, fresh 
manure is used, it is liable toresult in soft bulbs 
with many scallions. Of the commercial manures, 
any of the high grade, complete fertilizers are good 
for ordinary soils, and even those that are very rich 
are often benefited by fine ground bone, and mucky 
ones by a liberal dressing of wood ashes. 
PRE PARATION Remove all refuse of previ- 
ous crops in time to com- 
plete the work before the ground freezes up, and 
spread the composted manure evenly at the rate of 
about fifty cart loads to the acre. This should first 
be cultivated in, and then the ground ploughed a 
moderate depth taking a narrow furrow in order to 
thoroughly mix the manure with the soil. Carefully 
avoid tramping on the ground during the winter. 
Cultivate or thoroughly drag the soil with a heavy 
harrow as early in the spring as it can be worked, 
and then in the opposite direction with a light one, 
after which the entire surface should be made fine 
and level with asmoothing harrow or hand rakes. It 
is impossible to cultivate the crop economically unless 
the rows are perfectly straight; to secure this. stretch 
a line along one side, fourteen feet from the edge, 
and make a distinct mark along it; then, having 
made a wooden marker, something like a giant rake 
with five teeth about a foot long and standing four- 
teen inches apart, make four more marks by care- 
fully drawing it with the outside tooth in, and the 
head at right angles to the perfectly straight mark 
made by the line. Continue to work around this line 
until on the third passage of the marker you reach 
the side of the field where you began; measure fif- 
teen feet two inches from the last row, stretch the 
line again and mark around in the same way. This 


is better than to stretch a line along one side as it is impossible to 
prevent the rows gradually becoming crooked, and by this plan we 


straighten them after every third passage of the marker. 


SOWING THE SEED This should be done ,as soon 


as the ground can be gotten 
ready, and can be done best by ahandseed drill. This should 
be carefully adjusted to sow the desired quantity of seed about 
one-half inch deep. The quantity needed will vary with the 
soil, the seed used, and the kind of onions desired. Thin 
seeding gives much larger onions than thick seeding. Four 
or five pounds per acre is the usual quantity needed to grow 
large onions. We use a drill with a roller attached, but if the 
drill has none, the ground should be well rolled with a light 
hand roller immediately after the seed is planted.

If the weather is fine they will need no attention while cur- 
ing, but if it is not they will need to be stirred by simply 
moving them slightly along the row. Cut off the tops when 
perfectly dry, about half an inch from the bulb, and then after 
a few days of bright weather the onions will be fit to store for 
the winter. 


It will not do to store onions in large piles or masses, particularly in warm weather, or if they are the least moist, but if 
*perfectly dry when gathered and they are spread not to exceed two feet in depth, they can be kept in fine condition till spring. 
Any arrangement will do that will keep them dry and at a uniform temperature of about 82° fr., or they may be kept frozen,

This wholesome and agreeable vegetable is most easily affected in its form and flavor, by soil, climate and mode of 

culture. There are a great many varieties, but our list comprises the best for the garden or farm. 

Sow in drills about sixteen inches apart, and half an inch deep or sow broadcast, but in either case be sure to have the 
ground rich and freshly dug. Be careful to weed and thin out, so the young plants will not be checked and injured. Any over- 
crowding will result in rough and poorly flavored fruit. It is important to get the spring and summer crops started very.early 
so that the turnips may have time to grow to sufficient size before hot weather causes them to become tough and bitter. 

e inMiddleand Western States sow for fall and main crop from middle of July to last of August,and in the manner given for 
spring sowing. In the field, turnips are often sown broadcast, though in most cases better results are obtained by drill culture. 

To preserve turnips in good order for winter, store in a cool cellar and cover with sand or turf to keep them fresh. An- 
other method is to put them in a pit dug in dry soil where there will be no danger of water standing, and to cover with 
straw overlaid with earth sufficiently deep to keep out frost. Thus protected, turnips will keep well till spring.

Few investments made by farmers will return a larger profit in the course of a few years than the 
planting of forest trees on uncultivated land, or on land cultivated at a loss. The time is rapidly coming 
when land covered with our best forest trees will be of great value. 


CULTURE.—The seed of evergreen trees should be kept in a dry, cool place until time of sowing. Asearly inthe spring

It is very essential to sow the seeds of deciduous trees at the proper time. 


Those with hard shells like the locusts 


should be planted in the fall or placed in boxes with sand, and exposed to frost before planting, otherwise they may lie in 
the ground from one to three years before sprouting. If too late in the spring to expose them to the action of the frost 
pour water which is nearly boiling over the seeds and let it stand till cool, when a portion of the seed will have swollen; pice 
these out and scald the rest again, continuing till all have swollen. 

The seed of the other deciduous trees on our list should be planted from the middle of April to the middle of May, in 
drills about two feet apart, and covered to the proper depth, or about twice the diameter of the seed. :

A FEW cents for seeds, and the expenditure of a little labor will enable one to have a garden well stocked with flowers 


and plants that will be a pleasure not only to the owner, but to all who see them. Most flowering plants will live in 
almost any soil, but to give them a fair chance to develop some care should be taken to make the ground suited to 
their needs. Many flowers are better if produced on plants of vigorous growth, hence a portion of the garden should 
be prepared by deep digging, thorough pulverization and liberal enriching with large quantities of well rotted manure. 
Since other varieties produce the largest and finest colored flowers when grown on rather light, poor soil, a portion of the 
garden should not be enriched. 
Cultural directions are given on the packets, and we urge purchasers to study them carefully. While some seeds need 
special treatment, the following general rules will apply to all:

_GULTURE— Early in spring make a trench about six inches deep, in rich, mellow 
soil, so arranged that no water can stand in it, and plant the seed in the bottom, tak- 
ing care not to cover it more than two inches. All Sweet Peas, but particularly the 
white seeded sorts, are often a little difficult to start. If the soil is too dry, they will 
remain a long time without germinating; if it is too wet and cold they will not sprout 
at all. In soils which are at all heavy or composed largely of clay, it will generally 
pay to put about two inches of sand in the bottom of the trench and to sow the seed on 
this, covering with more sand. Often it will be an advantage to cover the row with 
a board so as to shed the rain and protect the soil from the hot sun, but care should 
be taken to remove this as soon as the young plants cut through the soil. When the 
plants are about five inches high, fill up the trench and furnish some support for 
the vines torun upon. The flowers should be picked before they form pods, or the 
plants will soon stop flowering. 

SWEET PEA BLIGHT--Many people have become discouraged in the grow- 
ing of Sweet Peas because of blight, i. e., a failing and dying of the plants soon after 
they have begun to bloom. This trouble has been prevalent for three or four years but 
is not of permanent nature. Its cause may be one or both of the following conditions: 

1. Unfavorable season. Not only Sweet Peas but edible Peas as well have suf- 
fered greatly for three or four years because of peculiarly unfortunate weather con- 
ditions. Untimely rains, hot weather, etc., have done great damage when otherwise 
crops would have been very large. 2. All Peas will suffer if planted on the same 
ground year after year. They should be given fresh earth.

WHEN the Cupid Sweet Pea was introduced, it seemed to most people that its distinct habits had so delighted its propaga- 

tors that they had exaggerated its value, but continued trial demonstrates that in those localities where the conditions 
of soil and climate are favorable for its best development it is even more valuable than was claimed. For growing in pots, 
for edgings and bedding, the dwarf sweet peas are a valuable addition to our flowering plants.

: Lily bulbs should be planted as soon as 
the frost is out.of the ground—the earlier the better. 
Select a well drained spot, dig the soil deep, and make 
it fine, enriching it abundantly with ver y rotton cow 
manure, adding a liberal mixture of sand. Set the bulbs 
from three to five inches deep, according to size. During 
the winter it is advisable to cover the surface of the bed with 
a thin layer of manure, which will afford a slight protection 
to the bulbs and also materially enrich the soil.
